J.  I  Inward,  )>y  invitation  of 
the  OrlfiaiiiS  (Jouiil y  Associatiini.  eaiiic  into  the  (bounty  to 
labor  as  a  nii.ssionary  in  the  towns  of  Holland  and  (!liarK\s- 
t(»n, 

An  >o(tn  as  a rraniit^ncntN  could  niado  with  ollirr  .-xM-i- 
tUiiV^  he  divided  his  labors  Ix^tween  West  Ciiarlcslon  and 
Holland,  prcaehing  in  both  plaees  on  alternate  Sabbaths, 
holding-  nieetinii^N  in  sehool  honses,  therci  beini;-  no  ineetini: 
liouse  in  either  town.  Jn  J  nne,  LSdo,  the  Stone  (Ihurcii 
calhid  a  Union  J  louse  was  iinir^hed  and  dedieat(jd.  Kev 
Proetor  Monlton,  b'reewill  l>a])tist,  preached  the  sermon 
This  h(jiise  was  occupied  nearly  hall' tlu^  time  by  thi^  ()(»n- 
m'e«»ationalists  until  June,  ISf)!),  when  their  li(»use  ol*  wor- 
ship was  completed  and  dedicated.  Hev.  Thomas  IJaynr 
(dTrasburgh  preached  the  d(Mlication  sermon. 

When  JMr.  Howard  eomnuniced  his  labors  in  W'e^l 
Charleston  there  was  but  one  ('(jn<;reuational  prolessin- 
(  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Robinson,  \vile  of  Maj.  d.  xM.  Ivobinson) 
in  the  village  or  immediate  vicinity.     In  18-H,  May  11. 
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the  Ortliodox  Congregational  Cliureh  in  AV'est  Charleston 
was  oi'ganized  by  an  ecclesiastical  council,  of  wliirh  llev. 
J.  S.  Clark  was  nioJerator  and  Dr.  George  A.  Ilinnian  was 
scribe. 

I((iv,  II.  V.  ITall  preaclied  the  sermon  from  the  words — 
Fear  not  little  Hock,  for  it  is  your  Father's  good  pleasure 
to  give  you  the  kingdom. The  church  in  its  organiz  iriuu 
was  composed  of  nine  membeis,  viz:  Marcus  A.  Crow  and 
liis  wife,  Elizabeth  Crow,  Horace  Holt,  (Jharles  F.  Morse, 
Airs.  Abigail  .iMors(3  fwife  of  Col.  Joseph  Morse.)  Mr^. 
Mariii  S(;nt(!r,  by  hjtters  from  tln^  Congregational  cliurch  in 
l)<.'rby,  and  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Kobiuson  by  letter  from  Con- 
gregational church  in  Brownington  ;  also  .Mr.  James  (J. 
Harna)-d  and  his  wife,  J^avina  Barnard,  united  in  tlie  or- 
ganization of  the  church  by  prid'ession.  Mr.  l>arnai-d  was 
a  faithful  and  efificient  juendjcr  (d'  the  church,  and  serv<-d 
in  the  ofhcc;  of  deacon  until  his  dt^ath.  ^f  hough  few  and 
tec  ble,  (he  cliureh  in  J  8,")  I  undertook  to  build  a  house  of 
worship,  and  after  a  severe  struggle  (»('  liv(i  years,  and  leceiv- 
ing  considerable  assistance  froiki  individuals  and  churehes 
abroad,  it  was  completed  at  a  cost  (d' about  §2.5(10. 

In  1857  Mr.  Howard's  health  failed  so  tliat  he  was 
obliged  to  desist  from  his  public  lalxns  as  a  minister,  l^'oi- 
nearly  three  years,  1857-60,  preaching  was  maintaim'd  i)nl y 
by  temporary  supplies.  In  1850- 00  Uev.  Phineas  l>;iile\ 
preached  six  months,  and  several,  by  hitter,  w<u-e  added  lo 
the  chureh. 

In  IMay,  1800,  Uev.  (jharles  Duren  became  acting  pas- 
tor and  continued  his  labors  two  years  and  a  half,  dividing 
his  time  with  Holland.  Kev,  I^evi  Lm-ing  succeeded  Mr. 
Huron  and  labored  three  years  and  a  half  ;  the  tirst  year 
lie  divided  his  time  with  Holland.    He  was  ordained  and 
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installed  as  pastor  July,  18(]3,  and  disuiissed  in  Juno, 
Soon  after.  Rev.  I'iniotliy  E.  Kanney  became  actinii  jKist(»r 
and  remained  (»ne  year.    Ivev.  \l.  V.  Ilall  then  snpplii'd 
the  pulpit  about  four  months. 

In  October,  18{;7,  Mr.  N.  \V.  (hover  bei;an  to  serve  as 
acting  pastor  and  continued  six  mmitlis.  lie  was  follcnved 
by  iiev.  A.  U.  (iray,  who  [)reacln;d  several  Sabbaths,  until 
Nov.,  18G8,  when  Rev.  A.  (J.  (  Iiilds,  formerly  of  Wenlianj, 
iMass.,  was  invited  as  a  (-andidate  lor  st;ttl(!m(;nt. 

On  the  2;U\  id' the  same  month,  by  a  unanimou.^  vole  oi' 
the  church  he  reucived  an  invitatimi  to  bec(»me  tlu;  ndni.'^- 
ter  (jI*  the  parish  with  tlu3  hope  and  expectation  of  soon  be- 
ing installed  as  the  permanent  })astnr. 

To  tlie  ci'cdit  of  the  church  it  may  ].h-  observed  lliat 
during  the  intervals  when  tlie  church  has  been  withmit  the 
services  of  the  uiinistry,  it  has  rc^gnlarly  held  uicetings  on 
tlui  Sabbath,  c()nductud  Ity  one  oCthe  members.
